School Report. 


To tHE INHABITANTS OF THE Town or New DurHam: 


In accordance with the school law of New Hampshire, the school 
board herewith submit the following report: 

The experience of the past, nine years has taught us the necessity 
of guarding closely every department of our school work. It may 
almost be truly said that no two schools need just the same work 
on the part of the teacher, neither the same counsel on the part of 
the school board. While there are general principles to be adhered 
to in all school work, sound judgment and discretion with an 
adaptation to meet the peculiar needs of each scholar are requisites 
of no trifling importance. ‘These developed and strengthened by a 
practical education, give us our best teachers. Whatever local 
opinions may. be expressed in any district, your school board are 
conscious of having used the utmost care in the selection of teachers 
and in the location of each. This being done in those districts 
where a regular attendance on the part of faithful, interested pupils 
and the earnest support and cooperation of watchful parents has 
been secured, success has crowned the work of the year every time. 

The home holds the balance of power. It always has. It 
always will. This is clearly demonstrated in some of our schools 
and those parents who allowed their children to remain out of 
school at their own pleasure are alone responsible for their relative 
intellectual condition as compared with those who were placed 
under the care of a faithful teacher regularly. 

It is the positive duty of parents to see that their children 
are at school every school day, in season and in the best possible 
condition of mind and body for school work and no excuse from 
such attendance should be entertained, except illness or severe 
storms, when children have to travel a long distance. ‘The mental 
discipline of our children should be regarded as of the utmost im- 
portance. 

The reasoning faculties should be cultivated. The ability to 
draw correct conclusions from some known tacts and to express 
ideas in the best language. The business world will make many 
simple demands upon our young men and young ladies, viz: to be 
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able to add a column of figures rapidly and correctly, manage frac- 
tions in their various forms, compute interest under the different 
rules, also profit and loss, write bills and receipts and make proper 
entries in account books. These qualifications are essential and 
a more extended knowledge desirable. 

Knowledge is power. Knowledge is a source of contentment 
and happiness. ‘The human family has progressed in all the ele- 
ments of civilization in proportion as it has advanced in education. 
A liberal education leads one above the lower associations of life 
and develops the exercise of the higher faculties of man. 

Let us as citizens realize that the future rank of our townsmen 
and women depends very largely upon our liberality in giving them 
an Opportunity to acquire a liberal education. Our school books 
are becoming somewhat worn by years of use, consequently new 
books have to be added as the demand requires. 

The only change needful at present is in the readers now in use. 
This will receive the careful consideration of the board. Our 
schoo] houses and out buildings are nearly all in good repair, and 
it is the purpose of the school board to keep them so. Thus we 
are endeayoring to care for every interest committed to our charge, 
and it has been gratifying to note the interest manifest by those 
scholars whose names we have found upon the roll of honor the 
past year.
